Murion county is bounded on the
north by the Willamette river and
Butte creek which sepurates it from
Clackamns county; on the enst by
Clackamas county und the Caseade
mountains, which separate it from
Wasco county; on the south by the
Santinm river and the north fork of
the Santinm, separating it from
Linn county,and on the west by the
Willumette river,

PHYSICAL FORMATION,

The county containg, including
valley, praivie and mountain lunds,
about 00,000 acres,

There ure two muin divisions, the
mountain and the wvalley. The
latter extends from the Willamette
river to the foot of the Casende
mountaing, a distance of ubout fif
teen miles,

The mountainous portion contains
some fourteen townships of mostly
unsurveyed lund; lying in a strip
twelve miles north and south by
forty miles east and west, and con-
prises all clsses. of land, from rich
narrow valleys in the passes, up
through all the grades of rolling,
hilly wnd broken, to that of rock-
bound canyons wid  inpecessible
cragey peaks. Itis gencerally heavily
timbered, and in the near future
will be valuable for its lumber sup-
plies. These hills and mountuins
afford n wonderful summer rnge
for stock, and muany of the more ¢n-
